First Day — ^Morning Session 

The Second Session of the Tampa, Florida Annual Conference 
of the A. M. E. Church, Convened with Allen Temple A M. E. 
Caiurch, Wednesday morning, lo o’clock. Bishop Henry Young 
Tookes, D.D., UUD. of the Eleventh Episcopal District presiding. 

Processional “Holy, Holy, Holy”, Praise C!od Prom Whom All 
Blessings Plow. Dr. M. D. Potter, P. E. of the East Tampa District, 
toed Hymn No. 295 S. M., “And Are We Yet AJive, And See 
Each Others Pace”. Dr. T. C. Kelly, p. E. of the Tampa Dist 
offered prayer. CShant — “I Need Thee Every Hour.” Selection 

by choir, “My Hope Is Built On Nothing Else”, etc. Scripture 
iMson was read by Dr. E. C. Hatcher, Editor of the Southern 
^ristian Recorder 2nd Timothy, 4 Chapt — “Prom All That Dwells 
Below the Skies.” Decalogue, Dr. J. j. Heath, P. E. of the St 
etersburg District. Consecration Hymn No. 377, Oh, God Our Help 
to ^es Past, lined by Dr. J. C. Surrency, P. E. of the Pt. Myers 

before presenting Rev. J. D. Washington, pastor of Mt 
Church, Pt. Tampa City, gave some wonderful illustra- 
tions that have exemplified with the Presiding Elders, Ministers

SECOND DAY — MORNING SESSION 

Bishop Tookes called the conference to order. Dr. S. G. Baker 
led in singing, “Blessed Assurance.” The minutes of the previous 
day’s session were read and approved with the necessary corrections 
made. 

The Bishop announced the transfer of Rev. J. R. Bly from the 
Orlando Conference. The report on Temperance was read by Rev. 
H. R. Hill. The Bishop asked a vote from the ministry on those 
that have never taken a drink of “Alcoholic beverage” or used 
tobacco. Three ideal ministers of the Conference voted. The Bishop 
spoke of the evils of “Alcoholic beverages” and smoking. 

Dr. J. C. Surrency led in singing “He Will Carry You Through.” 
Dr. Surrency stated that he would, from now on, abstain from smok- 
ing. Singing, “Draw Me Nearer.” Rev. H. L. Sapp stated that he 
wouldn’t smoke any more and asked for the prayers of the Con- 
ference. Rev. M. F. Neal, asked the Bishop to pray for him! he goes 
out and throws his cigars away. Bishop led in singing “For You I 
Am Praying.” Rev. D. H. Griffin said that he would refrain from 
smoking, and placed his cigars in the heater. Bishop led “Amazing 
Grace How Sweet The Sound.” Dr. F. A. Roundtree told how his 
little son attempted to smoke, caused him to quit smoking. Singing, 
“Draw Me Nearer.” Rev. R. H. Dames spoke of how he has re- 
frained from smoking and drinking since 1903. 

Rev. H. McNeil Harris spoke a word of appreciation for the 
wonderful administration. Rev. A. J. Davis spoke briefly then 
led ‘Well Done.” Dr. J. J. Heath spoke. Rev. J. D. Edwards stated 
that he would refrain from smoking Rev. F. D. Hall spoke con- 
cerning the administration and sang “Draw Me Nearer.” 

Bishop Tookes asked a standing vote from the conference to 
live a better Christian life.

Here in the Eleventh Episcopal 
District, we are proud to state that the zeal for souls is high; many 
souls have been added to the church; debts are being paid on our 
churches; our connectional obligations are being dispatched with 
greater efficiency; and the spirit has reached a new high. We are 
indeed, blessed with a dynamis leadership in our Bishop, Rt. Rev. 
H. Y. Tookes, who is certainly leading on to glorious success. 

So, the war, as frightful and real as it is, is beginning to sober 
men in their thinking and acting. More people are thinking about 
God today than has obtained in many, many years. We see a 
faint light in the far off distance that augurs of a better day ahead. 
The great A. M. E. Church is on the march. Our illustrious Bishops, 
General Officers, Presiding Eldei^, and splendid Pastors are march- 
ing like a mighty array of giants in the forefront of the surging, 
moving army of lay-men. But lo, it is but a part of the integraded 
whole of the great Christian Church which is sweeping on like a 
mighty flood tide breaking down everything before it. The church 
must continue to go forward until peace will fill our world to over- 
flowing, and universal brotherhood will no longer be just a concept 
but will became a reality.

Education 

Allen Temple A. M. E. Church,

To the Bishop and Members of the Tampa, Florida Conference 
Greetings r 

We your committee on Education wish to present the following 
report: 

The word “Education” is derived from the Latin word educare, 
meaning lead forth. 

In a philosophical sense education is the natural inheritance of 
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evil by all with which he comes in contact, everything^ he sees, feels, 
hears and does influencing action and forming tendencies. So 
according to this view, education begins at birth, with parental in- 
fluence and ends only at death. 

Since a child is not born with a consciousness of right and 
wrong, only those who know the laws under which human develop- 
ment make the most progress and who understand the possibilities 
of the child and are capable to administer precepts and examples 
for good, in encouraging what is good to the individual and dis- 
couraging the tendencies that may result in harm, should be placed 
as headers and instructors of children or youth. 

In a rational system of education it is necessary to enrich the 
life of every member of society with the fundamental elements and 
basic principles that imderlie true development This should be 
done for the greatest good and universal good and to the personal 
benefit of the individual. In addition to the general culture that 
all people should possess, there should also be a more or less tech- 
nical training to fit for the calling in life that each individual desires 
for himself. 

However, education is not creative in its nature. Its aim is to 
attain the fullest development and highest right activity of the fac- 
ulties of the body, mind and soul. The ttiree fold aim in education 
is physical, intellectual and moral. Physical culture should train the 
body that it may be strong, healthy, vigorous, graceful and skillful. 
Intellectual training should be to engage the mind with ond develop 
the love for knowledge, qualify for the independent acquisition of 
knowledge. Moral culture should strengthen the conscience and will 
by the formation of habit in carrying out pure feeling and good 
thought, to secure ready obedience to law as the embodiment of right, 
induce a consciousness of individual power and responsibility, and 
implant self-faith as the result of faith in a Divine Providence. 

The history of education is concerned more or less with every 
epoch from which any record has passed down to us. Few studies 
are of deeper interest than the one that traces the systems under 
which man’s influence upon nature was enlarged through the suc- 
cessive centuries and by means of which he has today attained his 
present high development. Whether man in the beginning occupied a 
higher or lower status than at present has been a subject of con- 
troversy. Among the early civilization and antiquites the Chaldian, 
Babylonian and Assyrian take high rank, and much knowledge of 
their skills and progress has come to us through various sources 
by means of monumental vmtings and architectual ruins. 

Early Christian Era 

The influence exercised by the teaching of Christ is the most 
marked and contains the essential and basic principles of education. 
They oppose all external distinctions among men, recognize the 
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equality of women, and make capability the only limit of man’s 
development. By the teachings of Jesus and his precepts man is 
taught to become perfect and live and grow, be active, avoid stag- 
nation, and seek progress and expansion. Its injunctions require 
activity, according to the tfidents possessed. Those who have the 
greater capabilities are presumed to accomplished the most and 
greater capabilities and serve the higher and more useful purposes 
in society. Upon these principles of teaching every true system of 
modem education is based. They sustained the severest criticisms 
of the Middle Ages, were embraced by the early educators of 
modem times, and permeate the writings of the great master 
teachers. 

The great Reformation is the beginning of the great epoch of 
modem education in Europe. Promoted by Luther, Melanchton and 
Wycliffe, it taught the doctrine of justification by faith alone and 
the necessity of reading the Bible. This caused the scriptures to be 
translated into the modern tongues and gave rise to schools which 
taught the people to read and write. Ultimately it made possible 
the great universities such as Oxford, Cambridge, Edinburgh, Berlin, 
Paris and Vienna. 


In America 

Education has been a profound study in America, though the 
United States and Canada represent its greatest development and 
most marked influence. Our form of government makes it neces- 
sary to educate universally, else our civil institutions must fail. 
The dangers of universal suffrage can be overcome only by imiversal 
education. Knowing this fact, leaders and legislators along educa- 
tional lines was early directed to the building of schools and the 
founding of colleges. 

Knowing that the best way to lead a people and to build a nation 
is to educate them in the principles and fundamentals upon which the 
nation is to be built, schools, colleges, and universities sprang up 
all over the country with the state of Massachusetts taking the 
lead. Today normal training schools for teachers are maintained in 
nearly all the states by public taxation at which admission is free 
and through whose influence a strong profession of teaching is de- 
veloping. 


Church Schools 

Just as it is necessary for the citizens of a country to be 
trained in its coimtry’s culture and imbued with its ideals and way 
of life, it is also a prime necessity that the church as an institution also 
have means whereby its members and leaders might be trained and 
versed in its ideals and the powerful teachings of its founder, Jesus. 
In the field of religious education, Africian Methodism stands v^dth 
the foremost, not bowing to any, because its leaders have been im- 
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bured with the high ideals %vhich are the reflections of the Christ. 

Because of the unwillingness of Richard Allen and others to cater 
to the injustice of others, they established this great church which 
we have inherited. It was not equality that they wanted, because 
equality is attained through capability. What they desired was equal 
opportunity and that high ideal and vast aspiration that burned 
within their hearts. Within Richard Allen beat that unquenchable 
flame of far flung empires of churches lead on by black men and 
women, whose members might not he hampered by social, religious 
nor civil opportunity. Thus reali^iing that the prime requisite of true 
leadership and a firm foundation for the A. M, E. church rest upon 
the training of its people, WUberfore was founded and today stands 
as a leader among Christain institutions of higher learning; other 
schools followed. Here in our own state of Florida, flaunting its 
banners to the skies above, and re-echoing the footsteps of men who 
have trod its halls stand our great Edward Waters, beautiful to see. 
Here, within whose -walls beat the great heart that sends tlie life 
blood of Africian Methodism pulsating through its veins; teaching 
men and women how to evalualate values; that they might discern 
the good from the evil and teaching them to seek a more worth-while 
object of devotion than the material things of the world. 

Edward Waters is teaching men and w^omen that men are men, 
not because of color, creed, or any external circumstance, but 
by that which beats within them helping them to reach higher alti- 
tudes of Christain fellowsip and commimion with God. 

As the Mr. Granger stated the other day, -'Character is the stuff 
with which environment plays to make a man/" Character is not 
determined by race, creed or color, but by the t3^e of man or woman 
we are when we emerge from under the anvil of environment. 

It isn’t the position that a man attains in life that really matters 
or makes him outstanding, but rather after he has gone through the 
mill of environment, where some men are good, some bad; some rich, 
some poor, some beautiful, some ugly, some high, some low; some 
white, some black; some kindj, some mean; through the mill where 
adversaries loom as giants and opposition a towering mountain over 
which we cannot pass. After he has passed through the tests of life 
can he emerge knowing tliat he has not stooped to any low or base 
tiling, with hands 'clean and heart pure. 

A man is a man not because of his accomplishments hut rather 
because he has kept faith with his fellowman and with his God. 

Through his name never be inscribed on monuments, or a book 
never bear his name, yet may his life be like a flower that blushes 
unseen, to loose its fragrance on the desert air. Like an arrow shot 
into the air; like a song breathed into the air. 

As long as Edward Waters is yet turning out men, men who have 
been kissed with the intoxicating nectar of Africian Methodism and 
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imbued with the virtues of Godly men who “Dare to die,” nothing 
can shake the foundations of the church nor of our nation, because 
not only are their lives woven with the threads of patriotism, equal- 
ity, liberty, and justice, but interwoven with the golden threads of 
heart strings of men and women long since dead, who have through 
the pmcess of education and religious training weaved the pattern 
that God has mapped out for each and every life, and by the con- 
sistent and persistent labors of the living who carry the torch and 
upon whom have fallen the mantle of saints, who like the Latin word 
Educare, '^Leads forth,”
